Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest 
prior art of record failed to teach or suggest, a correction device adapted to correct an 
image data from the image sensing element by using a first correction data which has a 
correction component of a first direction which is one of two orthogonal directions in a 
surface of the image sensing element and a second correction data which has a 
correction component of a second direction which is the other one of the two orthogonal 
directions in the surface of the image sensing element (claims 1 and 13), and correction 
device independently corrects pixels which are influenced by a color filter, which does 
not transmit a specific wavelength, range and is inserted between the lens and the 
image sensing element, and pixels which are not influenced by the color filter, on the 
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basis of shading correction coefficients stored in storage device (claims 7 and 17). 
Therefore, in combination with all the other limitations claims 1-24 are allowable.
